English  Proficiency  Exams 
will  be  given  Wednesday,  Nov. 
13  at  3:00  p.m.  in  the  college 
auditorium. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
student  to  take  the  exam  after 
he  has  earned  45  hrs.  of  aca¬ 
demic  work  and  has  sucess- 
fully  completed  two  semesters 
of  English  Composition.  This 
fall,  transfer  students  will  be 
required  to  take  the  exam  no 
matter  how  many  hours  they 
have  brought  in. 

Subject  matter  for  the  exam 
may  be  something  read  to  the 
students,  a  film  strip,  or  a 
short  movie.  Students  then  de¬ 
scribe  what  they  have  seen  or 
heard.  Each  paper  is  read 
and  graded  by  five  members 
of  the  faculty  and  given  a  pass¬ 
ing  or  a  failing  mark.  Passing 
the  exam  is  a  requirement  for 
graduation  and  a  prerequisite 
for  application  for  directed 
teaching.

Work  Completed  on  MSC 
College  Pond,  Tennis  Courts 

The  work  of  keeping  MSC  beautiful  and  of  expanding. its 
facilities  kept  a  hectic  pace  this  summer  as  many  projects 
of  maintenance  and  addition  were  completed. 

This  past  summer,  one  of  I 
the  main  projects  was  the  col¬ 
lege  pond.  The  pond  was  drain¬ 
ed  and  cleaned,  and  a  con¬ 
crete  wall  was  constructed 
around  the  edge  to  keep  the 
water  and  muskrats  from  cut¬ 
ting  back  the  banks.  The  wall 
will  also  serve  as  a  bench 
for  ice  skaters  in  the  winter 
as  the  water  level  will  be  at 
least  ten  inches  below  the  up¬ 
per  edge.

(ACP)— Architecture  students 
at  the  University  of  Texas, 
Austin,  picketed  the  new  West 
Mall  office  building  in  a  brief 
protest  against  its  architec¬ 
ture.

One  of  the  protesting  stu¬ 
dents  said:  “These  new  build¬ 
ings  of  the  university  are  to 
architecture  what  rock  ‘n’  roll 
is  to  music.  It  costs  nothing 
more  to  have  a  fine  architec¬ 
tural  monument.  Why  not  get 
the  best?” 

The  campus  newspaper,  THE 
DAILY  TEXAN,  quoted  the  uni¬ 
versity  comptroller,  Charles 
Sparenberg,  as  saying:  “Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  six  years  we  have 
insisted  that  the  architects  be 
from  Austin.  Experience  shows 
there’s  little  advantage  in  go¬ 
ing  to  New  York  or  Chicago 
for  a  big  name  firm.”

Speaker  Ban 
Termed  Illegal 
By  OSU  Prof 

(ACP)— Speaker  bans  at 
American  state  universities  are 
’unconstitutional,  according  to 
William  Van  Alstyne,  Ohio 
State  University  law  professor. 

Van  Alstyne  made  the  charge 
in  the  January  issue  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania’s 
“Law  Review.”  He  maintains 
the  Fourteenth  Amendment, 
which  provides  that  no  state 
can  prohibit  freedom  of  speech, 
applies  to  stale  universities  'be¬ 
cause  they  are  a  part  of  the 
state. 

According  to  Van  Alstyne, 
there  are  only  two  ways  a 
speaker  can  be  barred  from 
a  university  campus  constitu¬ 
tionally:  If  the  speech  would, 
at  the  particular  time  and 
place  requested,  disrupt  pre¬ 
viously  scheduled  university 
programs,  or  if  the  speaking 
area  had  been  reserved. 

However,  he  said  the  univer¬ 
sity  could  refuse  a  person  per¬ 
mission  to  speak  if  the  speak¬ 
er’s  presence  or  speech  would 
create  “substantial  probability 
that  (he)  will  bring  about  the 
substantive  evils  that  (the  legis¬ 
lature)  has  a  right  to  pre¬ 
vent.” 

Van  Alstyne  said  many  who 
have  been  prevented  from 
speaking  would  not  have  cre¬ 
ated  a  cledf  and  present  dan¬ 
ger  and  would  have  advocated 
lawful  action  only. 

He  explained  that  lawful  ac¬ 
tion  is  action  that,  even  if  it 
resulted  directly  from  the 
speech,  clearly  not  be  punish¬ 
ed.  As  examples  of  the  lawful 
action  he  listed  speeches  urg¬ 
ing  the  repeal  of  the  McCarran 
Act  and  elimination  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Un-Amer¬ 
ican  activities,  the  repeal  of 
the  Sixteenth  Amendment,  rec¬ 
ognition  of  Red  China  and  im¬ 
peachment  of  the  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  United  States. 

Universities  do  not  have  to 
allow  any  guest  speakers,  Van 
Alstyne  said.  “However,  it  is 
doubtful  that  the  primary  ed¬ 
ucational  purposes  of  a  univer¬ 
sity  are  totally  circumscribed 
by  its  curricula  alone.”

City  Police 

Chief  Spencer 
Sets  Policies  ' 

Most  students  who  receive 
a  Court  Summons  for  a  traffic 
violation  are  not  familiar  with 
Court  procedure.  We  therefore 
make  this  information  avail¬ 
able  to  the  students  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College. 

The  police  court  tides  cases 
for  violations  of  the  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Maryville  each 
Monday  and  Friday  afternoon 
at  4:00  p.m.,  second  floor  of 
the  City  Hall,  415  North  Market 
Street. 

We  call  your  attention  to 
the  following:  You  are  pre¬ 
sumed  to  be  innocent  until 
proven  guilty  beyond  a  reason¬ 
able  doubt.  Traffic  cases  are 
heard  first,  then  other  cases 
in  the  order  they  appear  on 
the  docket.  In  all  traffic  cases, 
be  sure  to  have  your  driver’s 
license  with  you.  When  your 
name  is  called,  rise  and  ap¬ 
proach  the  bench.  The  charge 
or  charges  will  then  be  read  to 
you,  and  you  will  be  asked 
whether  you  plead  “guilty”  or 
“not  guilty.”  If  you  do  not 
believe  that  you  are  guilty  of 
the  offense  charged,  you  should 
answer,  “not  guilty.”  Even  if 
you  plead  “guilty,”  the  Judge 
will  still  make  an  inquiry  into 
the  facts  before  rendering 
judgment  on  your  case.  If  you 
think  there  are  mitigating  cir¬ 
cumstances,  say  “guilty,  but  I 
would  like  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment.”  This  is  your  privilege. 
It  is  the  practice  of  the  court 
to  take  up  pleas  of  “guilty” 
first  in  order  to  save  as  much 
time  as  possible. 

If  you  plead  “not  guilty”, 
the  City  will  put  on  its  witness 
first,  so  you  will  know  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  charge  against  you. 
After  each  witness  finishes  his 
testimony,  you  will  have  the 
right  to  cross-examine  him, 
that  is,  ask  him  questions  con¬ 
cerning  the  case  and  his  state¬ 
ments,  but  you  must  confine 
yourself  to  questions  only.  You 
will  have  the  opportunity  to 
make  your  statements  after  the 
City’s  case  is  completed,  and 
present  your  evidence  and  call 
such  witnesses  as  you  desire. 
If  you  do  not  know  how  to  ask 
the  questions,  the  City  Prose¬ 
cutor  or  the  Judge  will  help 
to  do  so.  You  do  not  have  to  say 
anything  unless  you  desire,  for 
no  person  can  be  forced  to  test¬ 
ify  against  himself,  but  if  you 
do  testify,  the  prosecutor  has  a 
right  to  cross-examine  you 
fully. 

If  the  court  finds  you  guilty, 
and  you  believe  that  this  is 
wrong,  you  have  the  right  to 
appeal  your  case  to  the  circuit 
court.  You  must  notify  the 
court  that  you  wish  to  appeal 
immediately  after  the  verdict. 
If  you  do  not  understand  how 
to  do  this,  the  judge  will  in¬ 
struct  you. 

After  the  appeal  has  been 
completed,  the  case  is  sent  to 
the  circuit  court,  where  it  is 
tried  over  again,  before  a  dif¬ 
ferent  judge  and/or  a  jury. 

You  do  not  necessarily  need 
an  attorney  in  the  police  court, 
but  you  will  usually  need  one 
in  the  circuit  court. 

We  ask  for  your  cooperation 
and  support  to  make  our  City 
safe  for  everyone.

MSC  Athletes 
Boost  Oilers

This  past  summer  several 
MSC  students,  former  MSC 
students  and  graduates  joined 
forces  and  produced  one  of  the 
most  respected  and  feared 
softball  teams  in  the  state. 

Under  the  leadership  of  man¬ 
ager  Cliff  Cockayne  and  spon¬ 
sor  Elmo  Trimble,  the  Conoco 
Oilers  compiled  a  29-14  record. 
The  Oilers  began  play  in  the 
Northwest  Missouri  loop,  but 
when  the  league  folded  they 
took  on  all  comers. 

Marvin  Murphy,  MSC  grad¬ 
uate  and  coach  at  North  Nod¬ 
away,  Hopkins,  handled  the 
majority  of  the  pitching  chores. 
Murphy  hurled  one  no-hitter, 
one  one-hitter,  and  several  two 
and  three  hit  games,  while 
compiling  a  14-9  record.  Mur-1 
phy’s  no-hit  game  came  against 
the  Maryville  Shoe  team, 1 
which  was  composed  almost 
wholly  of  college  varsity  base¬ 
ball  players.  Most  of  Murphy’s 
lost  games  were  accounted  for 
by  team  errors.  His  0.56  earned 
run  average  attests  this  fact. 

Sharing  the  pitching  duty 
with  Murphy  were  two  former 
students  Jack  Long  and  Dale 
Wilson, .  who  had  earned  run 
averages  of  1.26  and  1.75,  re¬ 
spectively. 

MSC  student  Terry  Owens 
proved  to  be  the  man  with  the 
big  stick  as  he  led  the  Oilers  in 
batting  average,  .422,  runs 
batted  in,  47;  runs  scored,  38; 
and  home  runs,  12.  Another  | 
student,  Jon  Baldwin,  aided  the 
the  team  with  a  .250  average, 

6  RBI’s,  and  10  runs  scored. 

Several  other  graduates  who 
were  active  in  this  summer's 
program  were  Bill  Burch,  now 
teaching  at  Maitland;  Jamie 
Neely  and  Bob  Wakely,  both 
instructors  at  Graham;  Don

TD’s  for  a  28-13  victory. 

Maryville  State,  which  gain¬ 
ed  280  total  yards  to  235  for 
the  Redbirds  and  17  first 
downs  to  four  for  Jewell, 
jumped  off  to  a  first  quarter 
lead  as  Don  Daniels  smashed 
across  from  one  yard  out  to 
cap  a  63-yard  march  from  the 
MSC  37.  Mike  Peterson  booted 
the  extra  point. 

Clem  Buschmann,  record- 
breaking  Jewell  halfback  who 
picked  up  106  of  the  Cards’ 
195  rushing  yards,  lied  the 
count  in  the  second  canto  on  a 
38-yard  end  run.  Ray  Ritchey 
kicked  the  PAT  to  knot  the 
score  at  seven  all. 

Maryville  received  the  sec¬ 
ond  half  kickoff  and  seemed 
determined  to  pick  up  its  sec¬ 
ond  win  as  the  ’Cats  moved 
80  yards  in  12  plays  with  right 
halfback  Lonnie  Irvin  slicing 
over  the  one  to  put  MSC  ahead 
13-7.  Peterson’s  kick  was  no 
good  and  the  Bearcats  scoring 
was  over  for  the  evening. 

Jewell  took  advantage  of  a 
Maryville  fumble  in  the  waning 
seconds  of  the  third  quarter 
as  Card  guard  Mike  Snead 
pounced  on  the  errant  pigskin 
and  on  the  second  play  of  the 
final  quarter  Jack  Patterson 
sprinted  50  yards  to  paydirt.
